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Deadly War Missiles. 

Two deadly missiles for use with the 
new British short service ride are 
shown herewith. They are the shrap¬ 
nel grenade, which is fixed to this ri¬ 
fle more easily than a bayonet, and 
the rifle shell. whi> h can be sent a 
quarter of a mile carrying an explosive 
charge. 

The shrapnel grenade (shown in (he 
top picture) weighs 1 pound (>U» ounces. 
It is more easily fixed to the rifle than 
Is a bayonet. A pull of forty pounds is 
necessary to release the grip of the

grenade, so it cannot fall away from 
the rifle. The rifle shell (shown in the 
lower picture) weighs 1 pound lO 1 ^ 
ounces and, except for its shape, re¬ 
sembles the shrapnel grenade. Either 
projectile can be fired from fifty yards 
to a quarter of a mile, the distance 
being regulated by the elevation of 
the rifle, and either can be thrown by 
hand for close quarter fighting. From 
the top of the projectile to the end of 
the portion of rifle shown is twelve 
inches. 

In a recent test by the British war 
office with the rifle shell the force of 
the explosion drove the pieces through 
five inches of deal board. On another 
occasion the explosion of a rifle shell 
lifted a half ton iron plate placed over 
the pit a foot in the air. The explo¬ 
sive charge weighs four ounces.

The Board of Trustees of the City 
oi Sierra Madre do ordain as follows:

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A CRANKLESS ENGINE. 


Rack and Pinion Connect Piston Rod 
and Driving Wheel. 

A very unique method of connecting 
a piston rod to it driving wheel with¬ 
out the use of it crank is illustrated in 
the accompanying engraving. The pis¬ 
ton rod terminates in a rack frame in 
the form of a yoke through which the 
shaft of the driving wheel passes. On 
this shaft are two pinions arranged 
side by side. The rack is formed with 
teeth on its upper surface to engage 
oue of the pinions and with tee4h on 
its lower surface to engage the other 
pinion. As the rack is reciprocated 
motion is transmitted first to one pin¬ 
ion and then to the other pinion of 
the shaft, so that the shaft always 
turns in the same direction. 

The mechanism for shifting the con¬ 
nection from one pinion to the other 
consists of a small rocker placed in a 
recess in the shaft which bears against 
the ends of two keys so that it alter¬ 
nately forces one or the other into en¬ 
gagement with its respective pinion. At 
each end of the rack frame there is a 
rock shaft carrying two pins, one of 
which is always in position to reach

through an opening in oue of the pin¬ 


ions and press the key out of engage¬ 
ment, thus at the same time rocking 
the other key into engagement with the 
other pinion. The two rock shafts are 
connected by links, and while one is 
rocked during its contact with one 
pinion it serves to move the other rock 
shaft into position to operate on the 
other key at the end of the next stroke. 
The motion is reversed by shifting the 
rock shafts so as to bring another pair 
of pins into play. 


Cobras and Music. 

Barnard concludes from his personal 
observation of cobras in Ceylon that 
the serpent’s traditional love for music 
is a pure fable and that the only ef¬ 
fect of music is to arouse the reptile’s 
curiosity, which is excited by any loud 
and acute sound. The cobra protrudes 
its head from its burrow alike on hear¬ 
ing the snake charmer’s flute, the rat¬ 
tling of a chain or the sounds made 
by beating the ground with a switch. 
It appears to perceive only sounds of 
high pitch, for it pays no attention to 
the low notes of the flute or the beat¬ 
ing of a drum. Barnard also con¬ 
firmed in Ceylon the results of ob¬ 
servations made in the London zoolog¬ 
ical garden on (he supposed power of 
fascination exerted by serpents upon 
birds, and he concludes that this pow¬ 
er of fascination is also purely imagi¬ 
nary. 


Violin Rosin For Musicians. 

Dissolve the ordinary Impure rosin 
in a glass retort with gentle heat in 
alcohol, allowing all the impurities to 
settle. The clear rosin solution de¬ 
canted is poured into rainwater, stir¬ 
ring it with a little stick, and the de¬ 
posit of rosin of the consistency of 
cheese collected on a linen cloth and 
pressed out. The rosin Is melted at a 
moderate heat, one-twentieth of wax 
being added, and poured into little 
boxes for use. 


A Giant Electric Motor. 

A large motor of 10. mo horsepower 
and weighing nearly 200 long tons is be¬ 
ing manufactured by a dynamo works 
at Stafford. England. It is to be a self 
contained unit running In two bear¬ 
ings. and when supplied with a pres¬ 
sure of 920 volts direct current will 
develop the iO.OOO horsepower. The 
motor is so designed that later an im¬ 
pressed voltage can be raised to 14,000 
volts, when it will deal with the maxi¬ 
mum peak loads of 15,000 horsepower 
at ninety revolutions per minute. It 
has a ventilated commutator with a 
total length of twenty-five feet and a 
diameter of twelve feet. This motor 
is to be used for driving a thirty-six 
inch cogging and finishing mill and to 
roll 5.400 pound steel ingots into rails 
in one operation without reheating.— 
Consular Iteport. 


English Slag Paving Blocks. 

Scoria bricks, or slag paving blocks, 
have been manufactured in the Mid¬ 
dlesbrough district of England for many 
years. They are manufactured from 
molten slag from the blast furnaces. 
The slag is drawn from the furnace 
into iron caldrons lined with fire 
brick. These are mounted on bogies 
for transmission to the brick plant. 
The slag is poured from these cal¬ 
drons into iron molds. These molds 
are made with a hinged bottom and 
are mounted on the circumference of 
a circular irou framework. This re¬ 
volves and allows the molds to be filled 
separately. As the bricks solidify they 
are removed and placed in a beehive 
oven, where the residual heat anneals 
the whole of the brick.

FARMING IN ARABIA. ^ 

Primitive Agricultural Tools Used In 
Tilling the Soil. 

For many centuries the Yemen has 
been famed throughout Arabia for its 
products of the soil. Though agricul¬ 
ture is the chief industry of the coun¬ 
try, It has never heeu improved, and 
the system of land cultivation today 
Is the same as it was a thousand 
years ago. Practically the tools of 
the Yemen funner are hut four hi 
number—the plow, the thrashing flail, 
a pick with a short handle, but a long 
curved steel point very strong and 
sharp, and the broad bladed powerful 
knife which every Arab carries in his 
belt. 

The plow is drawn by one or two 
bullocks, sometimes by a bullock and 
a woman. It has a single handle of 
wood and a wooden beam, but the 
share is of iron, about a foot in length 
and sharp. It does not turn the soil 
under, but cuts a very good furrow 
four or five inches deep, and no Ameri¬ 
can plowboy can run a straighter fur¬ 
row or break up the surface of the 
soil better than the Yemen farmer can 
with this simple Implement. The flail 
is the usual long and short cudgel fas¬ 
tened together with leather thongs, 
but the Yemen farmer grasps the short 
cudgel In his hands and flays out his 
grain with the long one. Everything 
done on an American farm with hoes, 
rakes, harrows, etc., is done in the 
Yemen field with the long pronged 
pick, and it is a most effective though 
simple farming tool. The knife is 
used to cut the standing grain; hands 
do the work of shovels and baskets 
the work of barrows.—Consular Re¬ 
port.

Queer Natural Balls. 

At various points on the Atlantic 
coast, particularly iu New Jersey, 
there have been found queer hollow 
balls or masses of yellow iron ore con¬ 
taining loose particles that rattle when 
shaken like the contents of a child’s 
rattle box.

Making Use of Seaweed. 

A patent has been granted to C. 
Petit in France for the treatment of 
seaweed. The seaweed (varech) is sub¬ 
jected to a bleaching process by steep¬ 
ing iu a solution composed of bleach¬ 
ing power, six kilograms; sodium hy¬ 
droxide. ten kilograms, and water, 
ninety liters, diluted to a density of six 
degrees B. After five hours’ immersion 
the material is drained and soured With 
dilute sulphuric acid at a density of 
one degree B. The product is suitable 
for packing purposes as a substitute 
for wood wool, paper shavings, etc., 
and for other uses.
